House from the Senate, he would do whet his predecessor failed 
to do— work co - o p e ra tive ly with the legislative branch of govern­ 
ment as the Constitution intended. That would have been states­ 
manship. Mr. Truman was more interested in politics. 
Several times in the Inst four years. Mr. Truman has tossed, 


one brnin-trust aside and set up another. There are many subtle 
changes in Truman policy which hint that the former Kitchen 
Cabinet, which was dominated in part by professional military 
figures and in part by "the Missouri gang," has been edged out 
of the picture end replaced with new advisors coming from a 
quite different background.

It bes been conspicuous that the career soldiers have been 


losing their toe-bold on national policy. Largely the replacement^ 
have been from circles that reflect the influence of private 
business. 
( 
This is in keeping with the great problem the President faces 


—that of heeding off the business slump that started with hie re# 
election last November, and bas grown since then. lf be* cen t* 
reverse the trend, be may find himself back in the midst of the 
Depression. 
The President has been frantically trying to convince business 


that he can saddle the costa of give-way Socialism on private 
enterprise without bankrupting everyone. He prenticed Social* 
inn last summer, promieed it again in his inaugural addresses. 
That's what started the present slump. Now he's in the Hole be 
dug with hie own pledgee, lf be doesn't deliver Socialism for the 
radical fringe that wants it (or thinks it does) he's a promise- 
breaker. But if he tries to deliver, he will assuredly touch off a 
Depression, and possibly a disastrous panic. 
Hence bis frequent reassurances towards private initiative. 
I fence bis tendency to pick new appointees out of the ranks of 
private business. Hence his vocal swing away from the Socialist 
concept that a Chief Executive ought to dominate the Congress, 
and back to the Constitutional concept that they are equal and 
independent branches—with Congress, if anything, more power­ 
ful than the PriMident. 
It may or may not Have been a coincidence that speaking on 


the same program with Mr. Truman was Barnard M. Baruch, 
famous "adviser of Presidents" Mr. Baruch and President, 
Truman are reported to he hack on terms of friendship after rn 
long rift that rose out of Mr. Baruch's lack of enthusiasm for tho 
re-election of Mr. Truman.

Mr. Baruch is. fundamentally, a conservative. He believrtp

enterprise. He also appears to think that America's constitutional 
freedom is e great deal better form of government than any of 
the new Socialistic schemes invented by Marx and his successors.

suggested the President reassure the country by reversing his 
attitude towards Congress end soft-pedalling the Socialistic pro* 
grams which he previously had been demanding. 
What is the reaction in Congress) 
Not so hot. Plenty of the present members, on both Demo­ 
cratic and Republican sidrra, were there two years ago when the 
President promieed to "cooperate" with the new Republican 
majorities. They know perfectly well how little attention the 
President thereafter paid to that promise. They aren't likely to 
he misled a second Urns. 
Within a couple of days, the President had again been voted 


down on a whole series of new matters—voted doom by Demo­ 
cratic members os well as Republicans There ere signs that the 
coalition between Republicans and the Jeffersonian Democrats 
is consolidating and spreading out to cover the whole held of 
issues now before Congress.
